STEUBENVILLE. Aug. 18. — 


State, county and city officials join- 
ed today, after a second peaceful 
night in Steubenville following out- 
breaks of violence and riot between 
members of the Ku Klux Klan and 
Irate townspeople, in the belief 
that the present phase of the 
trouble was over, and the situation 
well under control. 


Klansmen last night held an 


"invitation 
konklave" at Knox- 


Tllle. a little town ll miles back 
In the country, that, passed off 
quietly and without disorder. The 
klansmen had asked protection, 
but were assured by the sheriff 
that no trouble was likely. They 
held their meeting unmolested and 
returned to Steubenville early this 
/morning. 


A similar meeting held at Lisbon 
near here last night, was conclud- 
ed peacefully and withou.t disorder 
of any kind. 


Governor Donahey told Interna- 
tional News Service that he believ- 
ed the situation was well in hand, 
that he anticipated no more trouble 
and only as an "uttermost last 
resort would martial law be de- 
clared in Steubenville." 


"It's preposterous to think of 


it," the governor declared. "I be- 
lieve the local officials are entire- 
ly capable of handling the situa- 
tion. They have not communicat- 
ed with me asking for any assis- 
tance and until they do so the 
state will take no action in the 
Steubenville outbreak."

Adjustment of Tax Bur- 
den; Says Present Sys- 
tem Is Unfair

President Coolidge, it was learned 
today. The president will seek a 
better adjustment of the tax bur- 
den,* to satisfy urgent demands 
from all classes that the present 
revenue law is operating unfairly, 
actually deprives the government 
of larger revenues, and that it 
should be radically revised. 


Secretary of the treasury Mellon, 


in his report to congress, which 
will be cited by the president In his 
message, will urge that congress 
make possible the creation of new 
revenue sources by lowering our 
taxes. 
Secretary Mellon will re- 


commend a reduction of a 25 per 
cent sur tax bracket from j the 
present level of 50 percent. 


Adoption of a 1,0-wer surtax pro- 
posal, the administration contends 
will make it easily possible to low- 
er the income tax rates on moder- 
ate incomes. Most of the discon- 
tent now evidenced from high fed- 
eral taxes is the result of the pres- 
ent high scale of rates on small in- 
comes below the $5000 class. Men 
With' moderate incomes are hard- 
est hit in present application of 
the revenue act, for t;iey constitute 
the larger percentage of the coun- 
try's taxpayers, though not the ma- 
jor share -of the taxes collected. 
Secretary Mellon will stress the 


need of action by congress to lift 
the tax yoke off of industry to per- 
mit the spread of capital into new- 
channels, out of the hiding places 
into which wealth has gone since 
the 
prohibitively 
high- surtaxes 


were authorized. 
The treasury's view today was 


that only by this method will it be 
possible to secure an equalization 
Of the tax burden. The adminis- 
tration will renew its fight against 
tax free securities. The treasury 
today estimated that $15.000,000,- 
000 of American wealth is now 
sunk'into tax free securities, from 
which the government obtains no 
revenue.. This wealth, 
officials 
said can partly be influenced into 
productive fields if the exemptions 
now in force are lifted. This must 
be done, they said, if a better re- 
adjustment of the tax problem is 
to be accomplished.
